NEW YORK— (/P)—Ever since she 


flew the Atlantic with Wilmer Stultz 
and Lew Gordon in 1D28, Amelia Ear- 
hart has had her mind on being the 
first woman to pilol u plane across 
the ocean alone. 


Seasoned fliers call hor the earnest 


girl in the air. They say that when 
she determines to do u thing there's 
no stopping her, 


Her husband, George Palmer Put- 


nam, 
the publisher, has said pretty 


much the same thing on occasions. He 
was her manager when she made that 
memorable hop to Wales in the mono- 
plane Friendship. Ever since their 
marriage, little more than a year ago, 
she has been adventuring in the air. 


Her resemblance to Lindbergh has 


been commented on many times. Her 
take-off on the first leg of her trans- 
Atluntic hop was without ballyhoo, a 


decisive, surprising and defiant ges- 
ture recalling the Lindbergh flight. 


Much of Miss Earhart's lime in Ihe 


last two years has been devoted to 
promoting aviatioq. In May, last year, 
she took off on a coast-lo-coast flight 
m an autogyro to demonstrate tho 
worthiness of that type of ship.

crack-up in Abilene, Texas, could not 
stop her. She was back at Newark 
airport in another ship ten days later, 
ready for further adventures in the 
air. 


Her statement just prior to her 1928 


crossing is characleristic pf her dar- 
ing. 
She said the only stake she hop- 


ed to win by the flight was "the priv- 
ilege of flying and the pleasure of 
having a hand' in a fine adventure." 


Miss Earhart was born in Alchison, 


Kansas, in 1898. She is a college wo- 
man, and has been much interested in 
social welfare work.
